The Cincinnati Gazette has been at some pains 
to ascertain the effect of the women’s crusade 
in Ohid ubon the beer trade of Cincinnati. Up 
to the present time, the decrease is not suffi- 
stamps sold to the. brewbre in January, 1873, 
amounted to $18,474 ; in January, 1874, $19,664. 
The sales in February, 1873, amounted to $17,- 
041; in February, 1874, to $16,526. The brewers 
who were interviewed were unanimously in favor 
of a stringent license law, and complained that 
the saloons were toonumerous.
